“PICTURE-BOOK” 
READERS 


Saga 
Serious Problem Foe 
Social. Educators 
In The Colony 


An interesting local problem in 
social education was discussed yes- 
terday by Mr, C. H. Cheng, M.A., 
Ed, Dip, Senior Chinese Lecturer at 
the Northcote Training College. 
when he addressed the Hongkong 
Y's Men's Club on the subject. 
“The Chinese Serial Picture-Books 
in Hongkong and Thetr Influence.” 

He had counted no fewer than 
445 book-stalls tn the streete of 
Hongkong and Kowloon, Mr. Cheng 
sald, catering solely for “Picture- 
Book" readers. The literary stand- 
ard of these booklets could be 
compared to that of the cheapest 
type of American comic-strip, and 
they held a vast appeal for the 
semi -literate, 


PATRONISED BY STUDENTS 


The stalls were patronised by 
illiterate women, mald-servants, 
primary and even middle school 
students, why patd one cent to bor- 
tow six booklets, !n some instances 
paying three cents to buy one of 
these outright. 

An estimate on the number of 
customers per day that these 
street book-stalls catered to could 
be placed at more than 40,000 as 
a typical count taken by a gentle- 
man who had assisted him in 
studying this problem found no 
fewer than 154 customers at one 
single shop in a day, while 100 was 
about the average daily figure per 
stall. 

From a questionnaire put to 740 
Chinese students of Middle School 
age, !t was discovered that no few- 
er than 637, or 86 per cent. had 
read most of the books on the 
shelves of these “libraries,” 


ANALYSIS MADE 


; An analysis of 150 of these books 
revealed that they dealt with my- 
stery, superstition and immodest 
Stuationg,, They had a_ simple 
Style and the further attraction of 
profuse lilustration. New booklets 
came out at regular intervals, 
fenerally being a rchuash of the 
older takes. On the whole, their 
literary form was poor and mils- 
takes in spelling and grammer 
abundant. 

As a step toward meeting this 
problem, one Shanghaf firm of 
booksellers had prepared booklets 
on Chinese history and. patriotic 
themes, but it has been found that 
the cost of preparation of these 
booklets far exceeded that of the 
cheap type in general demand, 

The problem was @ serious one in 
its effect upon developing reading 
tastes In-the young, but on the 
other hand these bookstails gave 
access to reading matter to a large 
section of the community that 
‘otherwise would be out of reach of 
it,
